rior quality. In round bales, water was thrown | 
in the centre, when packing, by which the weight 

is increased nearly 100 ibs. per bale, and one 
third or more of the cotton thereby destroyed. 


ECONOMY IN THE USE OF FIREWOOD.

ting the use of firewood. If wood is split very 
small, any given quantity will give more beat | 
for a while, but will be quickly consumed. If | 
large, it will consume slowly, but will burn less | 
rapidly and give much less beat. A fire compo- 
sed of billets of wood, not more than 14 inches 
long will give more than two thirds as much 
heat, as that made of wood double that length. 
Billets of from 3 to 4 inches diameter, on a me- | 
dium, will be found most economical. | 


Montreal, Jan. 12.—On Friday last, we had 
a fall of snow, which, being followed by a high | 
wind, has made the roads heavy and the travel- 
ling unpleasant and tedious. The ice is now fast 
in all directions opposite the Town. 
Owing to the quantity of snow which has late- 
ly fallen, the roads between this and Quebec are 
remarkably heavy.
